Summer  School 


Each  summer  for  some  twelve  years,  with  the  sin- 
gle exception  of  the  year  of  the  World's  Fair  at  St. 
Louis,  Missouri  Valley  College  has  conducted  a  sum- 
mer school.     Instruction  is  offered  to 

(i)  Students  who  wish  to  make  up  deficiencies  or 
remove  conditons; 

(2)  Those  who  wish  to  work  for  advanced  standing; 

(3)  Those  who  are  engaged  in  teaching,  or  who 
expect  to  teach. 

Among  the  advantages  students  in  the  summer 
school  have  may  be  mentioned  experienced  teachers, 
laboratories  equipped  with  all  the  appliances  neces- 
sary for  the  study  of  the  sciences,  and  an  excellent 
library  of  well  chosen  books  and  current  periodicals. 
Students  doing  college  work  receive  credit  for  the 
same  toward  graduation.  For  teachers,  courses  are 
provided  in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  Science, 
and  Pedagogy,  in  which  a  maximum  of  three  credits 
may  be  received  from  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  grades  made  by  the  student  in  these  sub- 
jects are  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations. 

Attention  is   called  to  the   following  provision   for 
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teachers.     Instruction  is  offered  in  the  summer  school 
in  the  first  three  of  the  four  courses  mentioned : 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  a  conference  of  rep- 
resentatives of  universities,  colleges  and  normal  schools 
of  Missouri,  held  in  the  office  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Schools,  new  courses  for  the  prep- 
aration of  teachers  will  be  offered  as  follows: 

Psychology,  general  and  educational,  36  weeks, 
three  hours  per  week. 

History  and  Principles  of  Education,  36  weeks, 
three  hours  per  week. 

Methods  of  Teaching,  18  weeks,  three  hours  pei 
week. 

Observational  Work,  18  weeks,  three  hours  per 
week. 

The  completion  of  these  courses  will  entitle  grad- 
uates of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  a  three-year  State 
Teacher's  Certificate.  After  two  years  of  successful 
teaching  within  the  three-year  period,  a  life  certificate 
may  be  secured  without  examination  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools. 

The  summer  quarter  begins  June  5  and  continues 
12  weeks.  The  tuition  is  $14.00  for  the  term.  Board

As  to  the  Glass  of  1911 


The  Senior  Class  of  191 1  has  fourteen  members, 
five  of  whom  graduated  from  the  Academy  four  years 
ago.  In  the  following  September  they  were  organized 
as  a  Freshman  Class  with  a  membership  of  twenty- 
three.  Since  that  time,  however,  some  have  dropped 
out   to    enter    professions,    others    are    specializing   in 
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university  work,  and  one  of  their  number  graduated 
with  last  year's  class.  Last  September  the  elass  was 
reorganized,  with  G.  W.  Davis  as  President. 

The  class  shows  varied  interests,  for,  within  it,  all 
the  college  activities  are  represented.  On  the  athletic 
field  they  have  a  fair  showing,  and  may  well  be  proud 
of  Gauldin  and  Daugherty  as  football  men,  while 
Kirkpatrick,  Daugherty  and  Schweer  have  made  star 
players  on  the  baseball  diamond.

Alumni 


There  is  nothing  outside  the  Faculty  and  Board  of 
Trustees  that  is  so  important  for  the  welfare  of  a 
college  as  the  alumni. 

The  problem  of  getting  a  desirable  class  of  students 
is  a  problem  of  fundamental  importance,  and  calls 
for  the  best  attention  of  each  alumnus.  So  much  can 
be  done  at  little  expense.  For  should  there  be  a  wide- 
awake, ambitious  and  promising  young  student  that 
would  consider  going  to  college,  a  short  visit  and 
some  college  literature  might  create  in  that  young 
student  a  desire  for  higher  learning.

Many  of  the  alumni  of  Missouri  Valley  College  have 
made  a  mark  in  the  nation  as  men  of  character  and 
success,  and  many  younger  alumni  are  making  their 
mark. 


It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  practical  benefits 
of  debating  place  this  art  in  the  foremost  ranks  of 
all  intercollegiate  contests.  Missouri  Valley,  believ- 
ing the  debate  to  be  a  most  helpful  discipline  as  well 
as  a  very  interesting  sort  of  contest,  has  always  en- 
couraged this  ancient  art  of  persuasion  in  its  various 
forms. 
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We  believe  our  system  for  developing  debaters  to 
be  a  good  one.  Missouri  \Talley  has  three  well-organ- 
ized literary  societies,  namely,  The  Bairdean,  Pearson- 
ian,  and  Houxonian.  Twenty  minutes  of  the  weekly 
literary  programs  of  each  of  these  societies  is  devoted 
to  debating.  It  is  here  that  the  ambitious  and  ener- 
getic member  aspiring  for  honors  of  a  "Websterian- 
Claytonian"  nature,  is  first  given  an  opportunity  to 
show  his  ability  by  meeting  his  opponent  and  pleading 
for  the  solution  and  correction  of  our  world's  greatest 
social,  economic  and  political  problems. 

After  the  young  debater  has  proved  himself  capable, 
and  succeeds  in  establishing  himself  in  the  confidence 
of  his  society,  he  is  next  elected  to  represent  them 
in  the  inter-society  dbates,  which  are  annual,  just  be- 
fore the  Christmas  vacation.  At  no  other  time  does 
society  spirit  run  higher  nor  does  the  student  body 
enjoy  more  excitement  of  the  wholesome  kind  than 
during  this  series  of  inter-society  debates.  Hence, 
each  debater  does  his  very  best,  knowing  that  if  he  is 
to  represent  his  college  in  larger  things  he  must  make 
a  creditable  showing  in  the  local  contest. 

In  this  way  experienced  intercollegiate  debaters  are 
developed.  The  excellency  of  such  a  plan  is  attested 
by  Missouri  Valley's  intercollegiate  debating  record, 
and,  we  hope,  will  continue  to  be  seen  in  our  record 
yet  to  be  established  for  this  year.  Already  a  chal- 
lenge has  been  issued  to  Park  College  and  arrange- 
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ments  are  being  made  for  a  triangular  debate  with  Cen- 
tral, Westminster,  and  Missouri  Valley. 


Athletics 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  last  com- 
mencement a  petition  signed  by  all  except  three  or 
four  students  was  presented  asking  that  the  "Student 
Plan"  of  financing  athletics  be  used  at  Missouri  Val- 
ley. The  request  was  granted  with  a  few  modifica- 
tions, and  as  a  result  this  year  each  student  is  assessed 
one  dollar  per  quarter,  which  is  included  in  the  tui- 
tion, and  is  admitted  to  all  intercollegiate  football  and 
baseball  contests.  This  money  is  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Athletic  Association 
to  be  used  on  their  order.  This  plan  would  be  a  suc- 
cess if  the  only  expense  were  the  paying  of  visiting 
teams  for  scheduled  games  .  But  at  present  a  coach 
has  to  be  hired,  costing  at  least  $25  and  all  necessary 
expenses,  which  the  student  body  is  required  to  fur- 
nish, and  besides  the  further  disadvantage  of  having  to 
hire  a  new  man  every  time  either  the  football  or  base- 
ball season  rolls  around.  At  this  time  there  is  none 
for  the  winter  quarter,  which  time  might  be  used  in 
developing  a  basketball  team,  as  every  other  college 
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in  the  College  Union  does.  Perhaps  you  say  that  there 
would  be  no  place  to  hold  contests.  But  the  old  chapel, 
which  is  at  present  used  as  a  museum,  could  'be  ar- 
ranged into  an  excellent  court  and  gymnasium  by  the 
expenditure  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  for  apparatus,

and  for  strengthening  the  walls,  and  the  museum  might 
be  placed  elsewhere. 

To  do  away  with  the  burden  on  the  student  body, 
that  of  hiring  an  instructor,  all  colleges  of  note  have 
an  Athletic  Director,  secured  for  the  entire  year, 
and  made  a  member  of  the  faculty,  and  in  some  in- 
stances taking  part  of  the  regular  college  work  of 
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teaching.  Why  can't  Missouri  Valley  have  such  a 
man,  who  would  have  entire  control  over  all  athletics 
including  the  field,  which  at  present  the  students  are 
required  to  keep  in  condition  either  by  doing  it  them- 
selves or  hiring1  it  done.    The  Alumni  Council  could  be

of  considerable  assistance  in  inducing  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  secure  some  competent  man  to  fill  such  a 
positon,  and  unless  such  is  done,  the  student  body 
will  be  compelled  to  hire  their  own  athletic  director, 
as  they  have  done  for  the  last  four  or  five  years,  which 
is  not  fair  to  them  nor  to  the  college. 
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Baseball 


In  baseball  Missouri  Valley  still  ranks  among  the 
first  of  Missouri  colleges.  Last  spring  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Robert  Clemens,  a  former  teammate  of  about 
half  of  the  men,  a  team  was  developed  that,  was  not 
outclassed  by  any  Missouri  College  team.  This  was 
the  first  team  that  ever  succeeded  in  defeating  the 
State  University,  which  was  done  on  April  2,  the 
score  being  4-3.  Then  followed  two  games  with  the 
Warrensburg  Normals,  which  were  both  won — 1-0  and 
6-5.  On  Monday,  April  11,  the  team  left  for  a  week's 
trip  through  Kansas,  and  on  which  they  lost  four  of 
their  eight  games.  Haskell,  7-5 ;  Ottawa  University, 
2-1  (eleven  innings)  ;  St.  Mary's  College,  16-3;  Kansas 
State  Agricultural  College,  10-1.  They  were  victorious 
once  at  Baker  University,  4-2.  The  next  week  the 
Kirksville  Normals  were  shut  out  twice — 5-0  and  16-0. 
Central  then  came  and  administered  the  first  defeat  on 
the  home  grounds,  2-1,  but  in  turn  were  defeated  the 
next  day  12-8.  During  the  Drummer's  Association  the 
Osteopaths  of  Kirksville  divided  a  two-game  series, 
10-7  and  12-5.  Wentworth  was  the  next  victim,  5-4, 
and  then  Kemper  Military  Academy  at  Boonville  se- 
cured a  victory  14-0.    The  Haskell  Indians  on  a  return 
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series  broke  even  in  two  games,  0-3  and  5-4  (13  in- 
nings). Kemper  Military  Academy  was  the  com- 
mencement attraction,  and  were  defeated  6-1.  Three 
games  were  prevented  by  rain,  two  with  Westminster 
College  at  Marshall,  and  one  with  the  Normals  at 
Warrensburg.  This  was  the  most  successful  season 
in  the  history  of  the  college,  and  the  outlook  for  this 
year  is  much  brighter  than  this  time  last  winter. 

While  the  baseball  team  was  on  its  tour  through 
Kansas  a  picnic  was  arranged  by  the  students  and 
faculty  for  the  team  and  debaters  who  secured  a  victory 
over  Central  College  on  April  19.  The  picnic  was  held 
at  Wilton  Springs  April  20,  the  whole  day  being  spent 
in  amusements  of  different  kinds.  This  was  a  very 
fitting  affair,  and  should  be  made  an  annual  affair  in 
order  to  keep  up  the  spirt  of  the  student  body  for  their 
representative  teams. 


Football 


Missouri  Valley  has  again  revived  football.  Last 
year  Stanley  Myers,  a  former  Kansas  University 
player,  coached  the  team  for  a  month,  and,  although 
they  lost  all  of  their  games,  all  felt  satisfied  that  foot- 
ball had  come  to   stay.     This  year,  the  management 
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having  secured  Henry  T.  Lindsay,  the  forme;*  Dart- 
mouth College,  Wisconsin  University,  and  St.  Louis 
University  player,  to  train  the  squad,  a  large  number 
appeared  on  the  field  the  second  week  of  school,  and 
from  then  on  till  Thanksgiving  all  worked  hard  and 
succeded  in  developing  a  fair  team. 

On  October  I  the  team  went  to  Kirksville  and  were 
defeated  by  the  low  score  2-0.  On  October  7  Ristine's 
Wentworth  team,  champions  of  the  state  last  year, 
defeated  them  by  only  5-0.  After  two  weeks'  hard 
practice  Pritchett  came  and  Missouri  secured  her  first 
victory  of  the  season,  82-0,  and  on  the  next  Friday 
defeated  Kemper  Military  School  29  to  o.  Westmin- 
ster came  on  November  4  and  defeated  our  bunch 
12  to  o.  Then  on  the  19th  Central,  accompanied  by 
her  band  and  student  body,  came  over  and  were  vic- 
torious 27  to  6.  On  Thanksgiving,  under  very  adverse 
circumstances,  they  were  defeated  at  Warrensburg 
34  to  o. 

Fourteen  men  were  awarded  the  purple  and  gold 
"M"  by  the  Athletic  Committee :  Lansing,  who  also 
won  a  place  on  the  All-Missouri,  Gilmore,  who  has 
been  elected  to  captain  the  team  next  year,  Daugherty, 
Smith,  Van  Buskirk,  Houston,  McClymonds,  Tope, 
Gauldin,  Vertrees,  Lockridge,  Maupin,  Williams,  and 
Minor.

deans, and  I.  P.  Gaither  and  J.  H.  Vertrees  (negative) 
the  Houxonians. 

On  December  20  the  Houxonians,  represented  by 
Newton  Redman  and  Richard  Home,  defeated  the 
Pearsonians,  representd  'by  L.  R.  Patton  and  A.  C. 
Ross.     The  question  was,  "Resolved,  That  the  United 
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States  should  establish  a  central  bank/'  the  Pcarson- 
ians  affirming  and  the  Houxonians  denying. 

The  third  of  the  series  between  the  Bairdeans  and 
Pearsonians  was  called  off  at  the  last  moment  on  ac- 
count of  a  disagreement  over  the  wording  of  the 
question.
